ipeakers at the University of Wisconsin. 
Thia year is BO exception and a bill to ban 
Communists and others with questionable 
moral standards has been introduced into 
the legislature by Assemblyman Soik. For- 
tunately Wisconsin's tradition of the free 
expression of ideas is a healthy one and 
the bill has no chance of becoming law 
unless the majority of our legislators have 
taken leave of their wits. 


The problem of what speakers to per- 


mit at a college or university plagues 
trustees and administrators of many insti- 
tutions, both public snd private. Marquette 
University, in turning down an outspoken 
critic of the House Un-American Commit- 
tee, explained that there seemed little 
point in sponsoring speakers who dis- 
agreed with the principles of the univer- 
sity. In a private school this is certainly 
the privilege of the administration. 


But Marquette's effort to set some sort

band th« HUAC. Professor Oliver of th« 
University of Illinois published an article 
of something more than mere criticism of 
the late President Kennedy. Marquette 
foud itself in the uncomfortable position 
of appearing to be in favor/of the more 
extreme wing of the John Birch society 
and canceled his appearance. 


Trying to protect college age students 


from controversial, dissenting and even 
dangerous points of view is impossible. 
Moreover, it would appear to handicap 
their education. Br. Clark Kerr, President 
of the University of California, once sug- 
gested that "the university is not engaged 
in making ideas safe for students: it is 
engaged in making students safe for 
ideas." Hearing all sorts of ideas ex- 
pounded is one of the best ways of deter- 
mining the strength of one's own point of 
view since it may have to be defended.

No Problem Children, 
Only Problem Parents

One of the corniest, but 


truest, of social-work sayings 
a generation ago was: "There 
are no illegit- 
imate c h i 1- 
dren — there 
are only ille- 
gitimate par- 
ents."

from illegitimacy, which is all 
to the good. Now it may be 
time to propose another say- 
ing along the same lines: 
"There are no problem chil- 
dren — there are only prob- 
lem parents." 


This is a much more bitter 


pill for us to swallow. The 
very phrase "problem child" 
seems to place the roots of 
the disturbance within 
the 


chiJd himself: but we know 
by now that (except for a 
small minority of 
extreme 


cases) the disturbance origi- 
nates in the relationship be- 
tween parents and child. 


The world is full of prob- 


lem parents. Some of 
the 


mare concerned and intelli- 
gent ones, whose 
problems 


have rubbed off on the chil- 
dren, are seeking help for 
these children. But few are 
seeking help for themselves, 
or even think they need it 


It is especially hard when 


only one out of three or four 
children is disturbed. "It can't 
be us,'' say the parents. "Look 
at the other children — they're their children, but 
perfectly normal and happy." selves as well. 


But all children have differ- 


ent levels of sensitivity, and 
different ways of coping with 
parental problems. Some show 
symptoms early, and some 
late. Some attack, and some 
withdraw. Some appear to be 
"perfectly normal" until late 
adolescence, and then the 
troubles break through on a 
massive and unexpected scale. 


Then there is the question of 


"falaine." Once parents have 
been brought to the realiza- 
tion that their own neurotic 
difficulties have been trans- 
rnitted to the child, they tend 
to blame themselves -or each 
other. But "blaming" is a 
moral category, not a psycho- 
logical one, and belongs in the 
chapel rather than in the clin- 
ic. 


Why "blame" a parent for 


what he has done to a child, 
when that parent is acting un- 
der the influence of uncon- 
scious forces that reflect Ms 
own 
childhood? 
Why 
not 


blame the parent's parent? 
And the parent's parent's par- 
ent? And all the way back to 
Adam and Eve for rearing a 
son who kflled his brother. 


The opiy way to break this 


chain of recrimination is to 
admit that we are not wholly 
free in what we do cr do not 
do. and that responsibility to 
our children begins by purg- 
ing ourselves of our own in- 
fantile reactions. In a deep 
sense, there are no "good" 
parents or "bad" parents.
